4. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications etc. — The method of re- 
cruitment to the said posts, the age limit, qualifications and other matters con- 
nected therewith shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the said Schedule. 

5. Disqualifications. — (a) No person, who has more than one wife living or 
who, having a spouse living, marries in any case in which such marriage is void 
by reason of Its taking place during the life time of such spouse, shall be eligible 
for appointment to any of the said posts; and 

(b) No woman, whose marriage is void by reason of the husband having a 
wife living at the time of such marriage or who has married a person who has a 

wife living at the time of such marriage, shall be eligible for appointment to any 

of the said posts: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that there are special 
grounds for so ordering, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

6. Power to Relax.— 

If the Central Government is of the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it 
may by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, and in consultation with the Union Public 
Service Commission, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or cate- 
gory of persons or posts.

of recruitment to the said posts, age limit, qualifications and other matters relat- 
ing thereto, shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid: 

Provided that the upper age limit specified for direct recruitment may be 
relaxed in the case of Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes and other special cate- 
gories of persons in accordance with the orders of the Central Government issued 
from time to time. 

(ii) Notwithstanding anything contained in these rules, out of the total num- 
ber of permanent vacancies in each of the Class III and Class TV posts specified 
in the Schedule to Ibe filled by direct recruitment, not more than one-third of 
such vacancies may be filled by transfer from among the employees of the State 
Governments concerned in accordance with the general instructions issued by 
the Central Government from time to time. 

Note. — For this purpose, there should be a minimum of three permanent 
vacancies to be filled by direct recruitment during a particular calendar year. 

5. Disqualification. — (i) No person, who has more than one wife living or who, 
having a spouse living, marries in any case in which such marriage is void by 
reason of its taking place during the life-time of such spouse, shall he eligible

(ii) no woman, whose marriage is void by reason of the husband having a 
wife living at the time of such marriage or who has married a person who has 
a wife living at the time of such marriage, shall be eligible for appointment to 
the said posts: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that there are special 
grounds for so ordering exempt any person from the operation Of this rule. 
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6. Power to relax.-~Where the Central Government is of the opinion that It is 
necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by Order, for reasons to be recorded in 
writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to aby class or 
category of persons.

2. Application.— These rules shall apply for recruitment to the post specified

the said Schedule. 


4. Method of recruitment, age limit and other uuftllflcatlona. — The method of 
recruitment to the said post, age Emit, qualifications and other matters relating 
thereto, shall be as specified In columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid. 


5. Disqualifications. — ( a ) No person, who has more than one wife living or 
who, having a spouse living, marries In any case In which such marriage Is void 
by reason qf its taking place during the lifetime of such spouse, shall be eligible 
for appointment to the said post; and 


(b) no woman, whose marriage is void by reason of the husband having a wile 
living at the time of such marriage, or who has married a person who has a wife 
living at the time of such marriage, shall be eligible for appointment to the 
said post, 

Provided that the Central Government may, If satisfied that there are special 
grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the onaration of this rule. 
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6. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government Is of opinion that it it 
necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, for reasons to be recorded 
in writing, and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax 
any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of per- 
sons or post.
